WHAT IT IS DOING . 


The Paris Congress adopted the broad, under- 
lying program printed on page two. This program 
is being carried forward through the work of: <Rr- 
tain of the International Federation’s —Sta digg 
Committees, such as: Uni.ed Nations; Fine ae 
Legislation; Membership; Employment Exchange 
(international exchange of members for the benefits 
of practical work experience). 


The International Federation is. a recognized 
spokesman tor business and professional women at 
the Un.ted Nations and has Consultative Status 
(ca-egory B) to the Economic and Social Council. 
Members of the International Federation give espe- 
cial attention to the activities of the U.N., par- 


The International Federation has from its incep 
tion endeavored to increase international under. 
standing and good will among its members. Methods 
widely used between countries include: the ex- 
change of lecturers, visits and correspondence 
among members. A few scholarships have been of- 
fered. An annual observance: of its International 
Week mobilizes the  In.ernational Federation’s 
world-wide membership in the consideration of a 
selected subject, through public meetings, national 
and international broadcasts and extensive press 
coverage. 


ACTIVITIES and MEMBERSHIP 
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The International Federation was formed at 
Geneva, Switzerland, in August 1930, the outgrowth 
of Good Will Tours sponsored by the National Fed- 
eration of Business and Professional Women’s Clubs 
of the Un.ted States, During the summers of 1928, 
29 and ’80, gioups of its members visited European 
countries seeking to arouse interest in an inter- 
national organization. In 1930 business and pro- 
fessional women from sixteen countnes gavhered in 
Geneva and formed the International sederation. 
Lena Manesin Pniulips, U.s.A., who while Presi- 
aent of the U.S, National reueration had organized 
ana led tne Good Wil ‘Lours, was etected ta ‘TSE 
Internatiunal -kresident. A year tater KuNggan 
heaaquarters were opened in Geneva w.th Vorocny 
A, menener, Canada, aS tne mrst Hxecutive Lireccor.

WHAT IT HAS DONE, 


The’ International Federation was primarily 
responsible tor the first recognition of ‘the spevial- 
izea interests of business and proressional women in 
international jurispruaence. Jt has cons. scently 
worked 1or Womans right to work, equa: pay ior 
equal work, opportunities tor her advaucenieiy, tne 
removal Of Glscrim-nuuon against tae empioyment 
OL Married or oider women and oOtner reseuricudns, 
it was tormerly a corresponaing member or, tue 
Advisory Lomuuttee on Soca yuesuons tor «tue 
League of Nauons. lt nas exposed current tauacies 
Yresaung tO Lhe wonlan workel, anu maae an excen- 
Sive study of tne eects of tne rst Word War 
upon tne gaintul employment oz women. ‘line sec- 
ond Worla War inverrupted its success.ul tnree- 
year campaign to place more qualilied wor in 
public omce and in poiicy-making positions. qggf 


In addition to its bulletin “Widening Horizons,” 
which is issued bi-monuhiy, the International ted- 
eration has published many surveys and study 
guides such as: “slue Prints for the Worid of ‘lo- 
morrow,” and studies on post war planning, on 
atomic energy and on unemployment. Most national 
and many state and local branches publish their 
| own magazines and bulletins.

During war years many branches in occupied 
countries either were dissolved or moved under- 
ground to continue their work and to cooperate. 
with resistance movements. Meanwhile, those in 
Australia, Canada, Great Britain, New Zealand, 
Sweden and the United States continued to expand. 
Members participated in the war effort, helped 
in the resettlement of member refugees, and when 
war ended, contributed generously to relief ¢ .n- 
izations. In addition many thousands of foowsend 
clothing packages, and thousands of current maga- 
zines have been sent by members to the members 
in war ravaged or formerly occupied countries. 


In 1945, before VJ Day, the International Ked- 
eration sent its representative to Europe in order 
that its members might be assisted and encouraged 
in planning their future programs. In 1946 the In- 
ternational Federation's -first post-war. board meet- 
ing was held in Brussels. In 1947, fifteen national 
federations sent more than three hundred teld-' 
gates and observers to the International Feder- 
tion’s fourth Congress held at UNESCO ‘House,

_Promote exchange of information between 
members in various countries through the 
i medium of correspondence, exchange of ~_ zed 
matter, travel and scholarships. ed 


Influence public opinion through education 
and through representations to governments 
and international conventions which will 
strengthen the position of women. 


When considered necessary by a national organ- 
ization, the International Federation’s support may. 
be given to any action taken in any member country 
or organization for the promotion of the interests 
of business and professional women.
